Hopes to Have Former 
’ New York City Inves- 
tigator as ‘Chief of 
Staff’—Target of Criti-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP)— 
Newbold Morris returned to 
Washington today to set up the 
investigative machinery he hopes 
will detect any corruption in gov- 
ernment, 

Morris, a wealthy independent 
lawyer from New York, has an- 
riounced his first investigation 
will center around the Depart- 
ment of Justice, headed by At- 
torney General J. Howard Me- 
= the man who appointed 


Morris was formally sworn in 
Friday, with President Truman’s 
approval, to supervise a sweeping 
survey of all government depart- 
ments in the wake of congres- 
sional investigations into alleged 
tax scandals and other irregulari- 
ties in the Federal Government. 

Choosing 


His Staff. 

He announced in New York last 
night he hoped to have Louis E. 
Yavner, former New York City 
Commissioner of Investigation, as 
his “chief of staff.” Yavner will 
Join him tonight. 

As he reported for work today 
in a suite of offices set aside for 
him in the Justice Department 
building, Morris's job was already 
complicated by these develop- 
ments: 

1. An administration appointee, 
he immediately became the tar- 
get of criticism from many Re- 
publicans and some anti-Truman 
Democrats. 

2. The possibility arose that 
Morris himself might come under 
congressional scrutiny in connec- 
tion with a profitable surplus ship 
deal. 

3. A House Judiciary Commit- 
tee is making a separate investi- 
gation of McGrath’s conduct of 
the Justice Department.’ Repre- 
sentative Keating ‘Rep.), New 
York, who initiated this inquiry, 
suggested in a telegram to Mor- 
ris last night that he team up 
with the committee. 

Asserting the power of subpena 
will become essential to a 
thorough inquiry, Keating wired: 
“TI trust you will freely avail 
yourself of facilities of our com- 
mittee. Conversely, I assume we 
may appeal to you if we encounter 
any lack of co-operation by Attor- 
ney General or failure to furnish 
full information... .” 

4, A federal grand jury began 
an inquiry into income tax ir- 
regularities involving such fig- 
ures as Abraham Teitelbaum and 
Henry W. (the Dutchman) Grune- 
wald. 

Critics Strike at Morris. 

Criticism ranged from Senator 
Taft's (Rep.), Ohio, “no confi- 
dence” in the appointment to an 
accusation by Representative Pot- 
ter (Rep.), Michigan, that Morris 
had a “record of being used by 
Communist-front organizations.” 
Morris stuck by his announced 
resolution ‘“‘not to be drawn into 
any political controversy” but he 
did issue a statement in New 
¥ork City denying Potter’s charge 
ahd calling it “asinine.” 

Before buckling down to the 
clean-up job today, Morris said 
he would “match my patriotism” 
with that of Potter. 

Potter’s charge that Morris had 
been connected with or had 
spoken before six. Communist 
“fronts” was probably the sharp- 
est criticism made of him. Potter 
said in view of Morris’s “record,” 
it was “doubtful if he could iden- 
tify corruption if he found it 
staring him in tha face.”

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$3,820,000 Shortage Reported 
In Federal Granaries in Texas 


House Group Says Also That at Least 20 
U.S. Employes Took Gifts From 
Grain Storage Firms. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 4 (AP)—| 


Congressmen investigating the 
Government's grain storage pro- 
gram report that, in Texas alone, 
they turned up shortages of grain 
worth $3,820,000. 

The Department of Agriculture 
disclosed some time ago. that 
there were shortages. A Senate 
committee also conducting an in- 
vestigation was told recently the 
Texas discrepancies might reach 
$4,000,000. 

A House Appropriations sub- 
committee, headed by Represent-

It said staff 
investigators found Texas ele- 
vators and warehouses short 629,- 
305 bushels of wheat and 84,488,-

“Gifts ranged from boxes of 
fruit and shrimp, delivery and 
assistance in buying new cars, 
in one case a discount on a new 
car, raincoats, Stetson hats and 
Mexican belts with sterling silver 
buckles, to $100 gift certificates 
and trips to expensive dude 
ranches and fishing resorts for 
employes and their families,” the 
report said. 

One of the employes, the sub- 
committee said,-was Stephen G. 
Benit Jr., who was charged with 
accepting $700 in bribes from an 
Oklahoma grain elevator firm. 

’ Firing of Two Advised. 

The investigators also recom- 
mended that two Kansas City 
(Mo.) employes—Carl G. Rausch 
and Willard D. McCabe—be fired 
and their cases turned over to 
the Justice Department for re- 
view. 

A transcript of the closed-door 
testimony revealed also that Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Brannan 
testified that a grand jury in- 
vestigation is under way in Vir- 
ginia into the activities of former 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
employe Jack Cowart.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 4—The 
special House subcommittee in- 
vestigating corruption in the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue turned 
its. spotlight on the Pacifie coast 
today, opening a hearing which 
is expected to last two weeks or 
more. 

The scandal-ridden internal 
revenue office of northern Cali- 
fornia was not alone on the agen- 
da. The San Francisco Justice 
Department office, actions of Gov- 
ernment officials in connection 
with two federal grand juries, 
and the part played by a federal 
judge in a real estate deal pro- 
moted by a deputy tax collector 
also were up for investigation. 

Members of the Ways and 
Means subcommittee headed by 
Representative Cecil R. King 
(Dem.), California, met first in 
executive session to review the 
work of staff agents who have 
been here for 10 weeks assem- 
bling evidence and lining up wit- 
nesses. A public meeting was 
set for later in the afternoon. 

One of First Witnesses. 

It was learned that one of the 
first witnesses to be called will 
be Charles O’Gara, Assistant 
United States Attorney. whose de- 
termined investigation of internal 
revenue matters made him the 
target of attacks by influential 
politicians and led to his being 
called on the carpet by United 
— Attorney Charles Tramu- 
tolo. 
Since he suggested to a grand 
jury that it look into irregulari- 
ties in the tax collection office 
here, O’Gara has been given no 
work to handle in his official ca- 
pacity, although he has been re- 
porting to his office daily. 

The King subcommittee hear- 
ing is being held in the court- 
room of United States District 
Judge George B. Harris. It was 
Judge Harris who was named by 
the San Francisco Call-Bulletin 
last Friday as the partner of 
Charles G. Sawyer, a deputy col- 
lector of internal revenue, in a 
land development plan. There- 
upon United States District Judge 
Oliver J. Carter ordered an im- 
mediate grand jury investigation 
to determine whether the news- 
paper had been guilty of ‘‘an ob- 
struction of justice.”

In his statement today, Fairless 
described the guaranteed annual 
wage as inflationary and a guise 
for the industry paying “large 
sums for no work at all.” 

The total demands of the union 
would average more than $1000 
a year per worker, Fairless said. 

Since V-J day, he said, pay and 
other benefits of the steel work- 
ers “have gone up five times in 


| five years.” 


The rises, he said, hav been 
far in excess of any increase in 
productivity or in the cost of liv- 
ing. 

Inflationary Pattern. 

The first speaker for industry 
before the panei, Fairless said 
higher prices for steel, following 
a wage increase, would set a 
further inflationary pattern 
throughout the nation. 

If the nation is to remain 
strong, he said, “somehow, some- 
time we've got to stop this eco- 
nomic jag. There is only one way 
to stop this wage-price spiral and 
that is to stop it.” 

The possibility of a nation-wide 
steel strike hinges on the out- 
come of the hearings. The union 
threatened to strike Jan. 1 but 
postponed the strike deadline to 
Feb. 23. 

Present wages average between 
$1.92 and $1.97 an hour. 

Fairless said there are only 
three possible solutions to the 
wage dispute: 

1—No wage increase and no 
price increase. 

2—A wage increase and no 
price increase. 

3——A rise both in wages and 
prices. 

For First Solution. 

The steel industry has favored 
the first solution from the start, 
he said, adding that the third 
would result'in a chain reaction 
of inflation.

Statement by Premier. 


“It is my wish that a healthy 
atmosphere for a better under- 
standing prevail between Egypt 
and all the powers of the free 
world,” Maher said. “The Middle 
East command and the inter-Arab 
security pact will be matters for 
discussions with the Egyptian Na- 
tional Front (a bloc of all parties 
which he is trying to cement in 
support of his independent gov- 
ernment), Both these questions 
will naturally be in the frame- 
work of the charter of the U.N.” 

Maher said his foremost eco- 
nomic policy is to lower the cost 
of living, a major cause of dis- 
content,

600 Held for Riots. 


Col. Kamal Riad of the Interior 
Ministry’s special police said to- 
day 600 persons arrested in the 
riots are still being held. “A 
very large number” were arrested 
during the first 24 hours of mar- 
tial law he said, but “most of 
them” were released. Some of 
those arrested later were reported 
to have had loot in their homes. 


Maher appealed to foreign resi- 
dents “to have faith” in Egyptian 
hospitality despite the disorders 
of 10 days ago. “I have given 
explicit instructions that urgent 
matters of public security should 
en directly to me,” he 


said. 

Asked about a New York report 
that he had been invited to Wash- 
ington to discuss Middle East de- 
fense, he said he had not received 
any such bid. 4 

Maher made these three condi- 
tions for Egypt’s participation in 
a pro-western Middle East de- 
fense command, according to the 
newspaper Al Misri: 

The bloc should be organized 
on a defensive basis, should con- 
form with the U.N. charter and 
should “respect” Egypt's claim 
for British evacuation of the Suez 
canal zone and sovereignty over 
the Sudan. 

In London the Sunday Chroni- 
cle reported that King Farouk 
would be commander-in-chief of 
the Middle East command under 
one proposal being éonsidered by 
the British. 

British - French - United States- 
Turkish plans for a Middle East 
command to substitute for British 
occupation of the canal zone, were 
rejected by Egypt last October 
when it canceled its alliance with 
Britain.

In 1932 President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt appointed him Secre- 
tary of the Interior. He had 


become one of the most turbulent 
figures in politics by 1946, when 
he resigned in a sharp letter to 
President Truman. 

“A unique figure in American 

public life is lost to the nation,” 
President Truman commented last - 
night, adding: 
~“He was withal a true patriot 
and a many-sided citizen whose 
passing leaves a void in our na- 
tional life not easily filled.” 

Funeral services are scheduled 
for 2:30 p.m. (1:30 p.m. St. Louis 
time) Wednesday at All Soul’s

ton. Burial will be at Sandy 
Springs, Md.

Staff officers drafting truce 
supervision still must iron out 
differences over troop rotation, 
neutral inspection and definitions 
of coastal waters. U.N. spokes- 
men have described the differ- 
ences as minor. The staff of- 
ficers are not debating the key 
truce supervision issue—whether 
the Reds have the right to build 
and repair North Korean military 
airfields. ‘ 

The full, five-man armistice 
delegations will meet in Panmun- 
jom at 10 a.m, Wednesday (7 p.m, 
Tuesday St. Louis time) to open 
negotiations on agenda Item 5. It 
will be the first plenary session 
since Dec. 4. Subcommittees and 
staff officers have been in ses- 
sion daily, however.

“I don’t care to stay in an Ad- 
ministration where I am expect- 
ed to commit perjury for the 
sake of the party,” he said. 

Honesty was one of Mr. Ickes’s 
several vanities. It received pub- 
lic indorsement during the 1930s 
when his Public Works Admin- 
istration spent nearly five billion 
dollars without a trace of dis- 
honesty or scandal. He became 
known as “Honest Harold.” 

Praised by Press. 

When he resigned American 
newspapers were generous in his 
praise. The New York Herald 
Tribune said he was “in many 
ways the mightiest oak of the 
Roosevelt-Truman years.” The 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette claimed 
no infallibility for him, but said 
that since the “issue hung upon 
the veracity of Ickes and Pauley, 
the wisest move under the cir- 
cumstances would have been the 
withdrawal of Mr. Pauley’s nomi- 
nation.” 

Several weeks later Truman 
did withdraw it, at Pauley’s re- 


uest. 

(Edward A. Harris, a Washing- 
ton correspondent of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, received a Pulitzer 
Prize in 1946 for his articles on 
the tidelands oil situation which 
contributed to the rejection of 
Pauley’s appointment.) 

“The President,” said the Chi- 
eago Sun of Ickes’s departure, 
“lost more than a Secretary of 
Interior yesterday; he lost a po- 
litical conscience.” 

Mr. Ickes; however, saw no rea- 
son for Truman to suffer that 
loss. Always proud of his ability 
to express himself, he started 
writing newspaper articles (which 
appeared in the Post-DiSpatch) in 
which he slashed at old and new 
enemies. -Later, he shifted to a 
once-a-week column for the New 
Republic.

Mr. Ickes’s fight for Truman’s 
election after months of criti- 
cizing him was not his first po- 
litical about-face. He was suc-. 
cessively a Bull Moose Republi- 
can, a Progressive and a New 
Deal Democrat. 

His admirers called him “the 
greatest Secretary of the Inte- 
rior” the nation ever had. Even 
his critics for the most part 
agreed with that estimate insofar 
as his administration of the de- 
partment was concerned. But they 
disagreed with his political phi- 
losophy. 

He was equally famous for 
his biting and sarcastic phrases 
in political battle. He delighted 
in that reputation and called 
“a self-made curmud-

geon.” 

Mr. Ickes was a member of the 
original Roosevelt New Deal Cabi- 
net in 1933. He held his job 
longer thar any other member. 

: Held 39 Jobs. 

During the years of World War 
II, Ickes was one of the busiest 
men in the capital. At one time 
he held 39 jobs, counting the 
subdivisions of his department. As 
Secretary, he was titular head of 
the 23 bureaus of the Interior 
Department. In addition, he held 
12 “outside” jobs, such as mem- 
bership on the National Policy 
Power Committee, and three 
strictly war assignments—Admin- 
istrator of Solid Fuels, of Petro- 
leum, and of Fisheries. 

Mr. Ickes’ learned politics 
through the newspaper profes- 
sion. He thought “he became a 
pretty good newspaper man,” and 
he wasn't ungrateful to journal- 
ism in later years. 

His use of invective, possibly 
learned in his early Chicago news- 
paper days, found expression in 
such passages as one in which he 
spoke of the then Representative 
Martin Dies (Dem.), Texas, as 
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“Mr. Ickes was pre-eminent as 
an administrator. Although he

“The Army and Navy are going 
to get theirs whether the rest of 
us do or not,” Mr. Ickes said. 

Secretary Ickes’s orders and his 
personal war of words in explana- 
tion—not defense—won. The na- 
tion drove less, shivered a little 
more,» but petroleum got to 
Europe and the Pacific. 

Mr. Ickes said in his autobiog- 
raphy that after helping Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt win his first 
presidential election in 1932 he 
had khdébed he might become In- 
di Commissioner—a compara- 
tively secondary position in the 
Interior Department. He had al- 
ways been a champion of the In- 
dians, along with many other mi- 
nority groups. 

But after thinking the matter 
of reward over, he said, he decided 
he might as well shoot higher and 
try to become Secretary of Interior. 
He wrote that he didn’t have high 
hopes, but that certain negotia- 
tions were carried on, and one 
night he was called in to see the 
President-elect, who was consult- 
ing with Madam Frances Perkins. 

Mr. Ickes said the surprise 
came when Mr. Roosevelt “put 
on his best Santa Claus smile” 
and said:

Result of Wallace Mission.

The 
main upshot of the Wallace mis- 
sion to China, in which Vincent 
actively participated, was a rec- 
ommendation to dismiss the pro- 
Communist. China theater com- 
mander, Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, 
and to replace him with the 
sturdy anti-Communist, Gen. Al- 
bert C. Wedemeyer. No act more 
damaging to the Communist cause 
was possible in China in 1944, 
when Henry Wallace went to 
China with Vincent as his politi- 
cal adviser. Under the circum- 
stances, you might have supposed 
that this central issue would have 
been examined by the Senators 
at some length. 

Had you done so, however, you 
would have gravely misjudged 
Senator Pat McCarran of Nevada, 
the subcommittee chairman, and 
his hard-working colleagues and 
lawyers. During four days of in- 
terrogation, the central issue was 
almost completely ignored. 


Main Facts Not Mentioned. 


Vincent denied he ever was a 
Communist. He completely sub- 
,stantiated previous testimony, by 
one of these reporters among 
others, as to the real result of 
the Wallace mission. No. attempt 
was made to prove he was a Com- 
munist.

standard of easy virtue in politics which permits 
the public trust to be undermined. 


When he resigned as a result of his differences 
with President Truman over Mr. Pauley, Harold 
Ickes drew a deadly parallel between the tide- 
lands oil pressures and those which had been 
brought to bear in the Teapot Dome case long 
before. It was a prophetic parallel. The lesson 
he read the President in the morality of public 
office is one which Mr. Truman might now 
wish he had heeded more closely.

Is Missouri Civil Defense a Gesture? 


Is the Missouri Legislature in earnest about 
providing for the people of the state’s urban cen- 
ters in case of an air attack? It did not show 
that it was when it knocked out a $600,000 re- 
quest last year. The state civil defense has 
been hobbling along on an appropriation of 
$125,000, or about one-eighteenth the amount St. 
Louis alone should be receiving in aid. 

The sum Missouri Defense Director Ralph 
Hammond is asking for now—$1,086,265—is less 
than the city of Detroit has appropriated for its 
own civil defense. It is little more than the 
State of Michigan has appropriated to Detroit to 
supplement the civil defense effort of that city. 
Yet it is the amount that is sought for the civil 
defense of St. Louis, Kansas City, Jefferson City, 
St. Joseph, Springfield, Cape Girardeau, Hanni- 
bal and Joplin. : 

So far, civil defense in Missouri, except in 
St. Louis, is little more than a token effort. And 
in St. Louis not nearly enough has been done yet. 
If any Missouri city had been bombed, surely 
money would be forthcoming from the state and 
municipal treasuries on a scale which bore some 
relationship to the need. It would be foolhardy 
indeed for us to deny ourselves the protection in 
advance which would temper the blow if it 
came, saving lives and in the long run saving 
money also. 
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Caught in a Crossfire 

Before Newbold Morris ‘even has his foot in 
the door as the investigator of federal corrup- 
tion, he has been subjected.to a thoroughly 
unfair attack by Congressman Potter. The 
Michigan Republican charges that Morris was 
“used” by Communistfront organizations and 
should therefore be disqualified. 

it would hardly be surprising if at some time 
Mr. Morris had spoken, as Mr. Potter says he 
did, before some organization in which Com- 
munists were interested. . This proves no more 
than Gen. Eisenhower’s handshake with Soviet 
Gen. Zhukov. Politics is a crazy business, and 
New York politics seems especially crazy to 
people elsewhere. 

Being most active in such politics, Mr. Morris 
has at various times spoken to or joined many 
kinds of organizations. He is a Republican who 
has bucked the Republicans but has also bucked 
the Liberals, Fusionists and Tammany Hall. He 
has never been known in his own bailiwick as 
friendly to Communism. He has been com- 
pletely independent, which is to his credit. 

Aside from the fact that he may have been a 
one-time sponsor of the Committee on Yugoslav 
Relief, as Congressman Potter says, he is also 
listed in connection with many other organiza- 
tions: the Regional Office of Civil Defense, the 
Visiting Nurses Association, the Yale Club and 
the Knights of Pythias. What this proves is that 
Morris has been a busy man. 

Senator Taft raised.a fair question when he 
asked whether Morris could do a good job of 
investigating governmental corruption as an 
appointee of Attorney General McGrath, whose 
own department must be investigated. ‘Any Re- 
publican, or Democrat either, may ask about 
that.. If Morris is unable to carry out his new 
job, it will be because of the conditions men- 
tioned by Senator Taft, and not because of the 
ridiculous charges of Congressman Potter. 
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Chinese Troops in Burma 
Just what is going on-in Burma? The Soviet 
charge that the United States is aiding Chinese 
Nationalist troops there has been flatly denied 


by Washington. But while Communist propa- - 


ganda can be discounted, it is not so easy to 
dispose of statements coming from Burma itself. 

The Burma delegate to the U.N. has declared 
that the Nationalist troops which were driven 
out of China during the civil war are now get- 
ting outside help. He has directly charged 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Formosa regime with supply- 
ing that help, and therefore with committing 

on against Burma. 

There seems to be no doubt that Chinese 
Nationalist troops are in Burma, and that Burma 
has a right to object. The crucial question is 
whether they are getting supplies or reinforce- 
ments from Formosa. If they are, then the 
United States is unhappily involved through our 
tie with the F regime.

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The Economists Fall Out 


Fconomists differ almost as sharply as law- 
yers or any other experts, but special interest 
attaches to the difference between Edwin G. 
Nourse and the President's Council of Economic 
Advisers over the military budget. 

Mr. Nourse is the former chairman of the 
Council, He resigned because he felt that the 
advisers were departing from what he conceived 
to be their proper function. 

According to the Nourse conception, the coun- 
cil should be an independent technical body, 
giving the President expert advice on economic 
matters and standing wholly outside the forma- 
tion of Administration policy. Leon Keyserling, 
his successor, thought of the council rather as a 
staff agency, a part of the Administration like 
any other department, with the function of help- 
ing both to formulate and to carry out Admin- 
istration policy. 

A case can be made for each of these interpre- 


© 
tations. But now that Mr. Nourse has come out 


for a reduction in the military budget on eco- 
nomic grounds, while the council supports that 
budget on economic grounds, one is bound to 
wonder how much Mr. Nourse’s independeftt 
status contributed to his views, and how deeply 


.the council's views were affected by its being, in 


effect, a witness for the Administration. — 

Mr. Nourse says the present military plans, 
involving a deficit of eight billion dollars this 
year and 14 billion next year, contain great dan- 
ger of an inflationary boom in 1953 followed by 
a deflationary crash in 1954 ahd 1955. He favors 
a more gradual buildup that will keep. spending 
within revenues. 

Six months ago the council itself laid great 
stress upon the necessity of maintaining a bal- 
anced budget during the defense buildup. Then 


it said “there is no more important single meas- 


ure for combating inflation” than the pay-as-you- 
go principle. Now it seems to accept the pros- 
pect of mounting deficits as a necessary evil, 
and to rely on a hope that the consequences 
won't be too bad. ) 

Who is right? Whose advice to take? 

We doubt if Congress can get an absolute an- 
swer, but it ought to consult other economists, 
too, It should listen to non-Administration eco 
nomic advice as well as Administration economic 
advice, and then follow the best course it can 
in the light of its information. 
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Investigating Is Not Enough 

With an eye on the taxpaying voter, Repre- 
sentative Hebert of Louisiarm announces that his 
subcommittee on military spending will begin 
new hearings in about a week. He expects to 
show that the armed services are wasting bil- 
lions of dollars. 

This is in the most ancient congressional tra- 
dition, especially in an election year. It is sup 
posed to portray Congress as the vigilant watch- 
dog of the people’s money. Anhd investigations 
of spending, military or non-military, are, of 
eourse, always welcome. But. they have a lim- 
ited usefulness, They rarely Jead to the recov- 
ery of any squandered money, 

If members of Congress really were as econ- 
omy-minded ‘as they claim, they would pay more 
attention to appropriation bills. They would 
have recruited long ago the staff investigators 
needed to give them.a good idea of what-the 
generals, admirals and department heads are 
asking, how much of it is necessary and how 
much ig not. Then they could allocate money 
according to need. 

As things are now, billions and billions are to 
be had from Congress for little more than the 

Few committee members are in a posi- 
tion to sean such requests intelligently, and some 
of these men actually argue the case for the 
spenders. The congressional military affairs 
committeemen offer examples in point. 

Let there be further investigations of spending 
by all means. But let there also be a start on 
more economical allocation of moneys. This 
would seem to be a No. 1 job for a Congress 
which is unwilling to raise more revenues.

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The Price-Fixers Ride Again

into the so-called “fair trade” price-fixing 
laws of 45 states is getting under way. 
Friends of fair trade—led by the na- 
tion’s druggists, but including retail jew- 
elers, booksellers, tobacconists, hardware 
dealers, auto accessory dealers and appli- 
ance merchants—are pushing the cam- 


paign. 

A bill has already been introduced in 
Congress that would accomplish the fair 
traders’ goal. If this 
bill goes through, it 
will undo all the 
“damage” to “mini- 
mum _ resale price 
maintenance” that 
was done by the Su- 
preme Co last 
May. 

In the now-famous 
Schwegmann deci- 
sion the high court 
neatly de-fanged the 
fair trade statutes. 
These laws are on 
the books of every 
state except Ver- 
mont, Texas, Missou- 
ri and the District of Columbia. They are 
still in effect, but they no longer do what 
they were supposed to do—enforce mini- 
mum retail prices for trade-marked goods. 

Before the court acted, a manufacturer 
could effectively set the lowest price at 
which his branded product could be sold 
in a state. All he had to do was make one 
contract with a dealer, specifying what 
that price should be. All other retailers 
handling the product in that. state were 
considered bound by this one contract. 

The court said this was not legal, at 
least in interstate commerce. So now, a 
retailer can't be forced to abide by a 
manufacturer’s minimum price. 

The fair trade scheme is generally con- 
sidered to have gotten its start in Califor- 
nia in 1931, when the Legislature put such 
a law on the statute books. 

These laws weren't as effective as fair 
trade enthusiasts wished, however. The 
courts ruled they didn’t apply to inter- 
state commerce. Then fair traders man- 
aged to get a law through Congress in 
1937, the Miller-Tydings Act, which said 
the right of a manufacturer to set prices 
could be endorsed in interstate commerce 
in those states having fair trade laws. 

Fair traders admit their new bill

of Connecticut, another friend of fair 
trade and a member of the committee, in- 
troduced the bill last October. 


At least one segment of the fair traders 
themselves are against this strategy. They 
argue that the present bill“would amount 
to giving another government agency—the 
FTC—a club to wave over their heads. 
They maintain further that the pending 
bill wouldn’t answer the high court's ob- 
jections. They’re readying their own bill, 
aimed at amending the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act, for presentation at the next ses- 
sion of Congress. 

The National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists and the “Bureau of Education of 
Fair Trade” (also supported largely by 
people in the drug business, including 
manufacturers and wholesalers, as weil as 
retailers) are grinding out propaganda. 

The bill that has been introduced would, 
if passed, make the fair trade laws even 
stronger than they were before the Su- 
preme Court decision. It would write into 
federal law the specific language of the 
critical “non-signer” clause contained in 
ali the state statutes—the clause saying 
even retailers who haven't signed must 
abide by them. 

Furthermore, it wauld restore another 
power to the laws that hag been knocked 
out by lower courts since the Schwegmann 
decision. In the case of fair-traded goods 
sold by mail order, the new bill would 
expressly forbid setting prices to an out- 
of-state buyer lower than minimum prices 
in the state where the mail-order operation 
is located.

sex information there is and yet this does not prevent their 
anti-social] behavior.”

THE REMEDY IS NOT less sex education but a great deal 
more. Certainly biological information is necessary; no one 
should be expected to base a code of sound ethics on ignor- 
ance, misinformation and superstition. More important, how- 
ever, is the inoculation of right attitudes, of adequate under- 
standing of the wholesome and constructive role of sex in 
life and of the foundations of the best marriage and family 
relations.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 
Refinishing Oak. 

HE first step in refinishing 
sy oak is to sand the wood to re- 

move the old finish and get 
the surface nice and smooth. 
After this has been done and the 
wood dusted clean, it can be 
stained. The stain darkens the 
wood slightly and brings out the 
beauty of the grain You don’t 
have to stain it but many people 
prefer it that way. 

After the stain is dry, the wood 
must be filled. This is necessary 
because oak has very wide and 
deep pores and unless these are 
filled, the finish appied to the 
surface will flow into these cav- 
ities and dry out rough and un- 
even. 

Filler comes in paste form and 
is thinned slightly with turpen- 
tine before application. It is 
brushed on across the grain and 
then brushed in the direction of 
the wood grain. This forces the 
filler ‘into the wood pores. 

When the filler starts to be- 
come dull, in about 15 minutes 
or so, you wipe off the excess 
with a piece df burlap or some 
excelsior. 

Now you go off some place for 
24 hours or so until the filler 
is nice and dry and then you give 
it a light sanding to remove any 
of the filler that might have been 
left on the surface. 

Dust the piece again and it’s 
ready for the final finish of shel- 
lac or varnish. Several thin coats 
of each are better than one or 
two heavy coats. 

If you wart to produce some 
interesting results, tint the filler 
with a wood stain before it is 
applied.

HE discussion leader for the 
T evening was launching into his 

discourse. “We are sorry you 
were unable to be here when we 
started our detailed study of “The 
State and Revolution,’” he said, 
holding up a book. I became 
aware that he was speaking to 
me. “You know this work of 
Lenin’s, don’t you?” 

“Oh yes,” my voice responded. 
“I’ve studied it before, I know 
it well.” . : 

The doctrine of “The State and 
Revolution,” with its political 
and philosophical analysis of the 
powers of a government and its 
discussion of the requirements of 
a successful revolution, was un- 
usually strong medicine even for 
myself, a hardened pupil of many 
Communist classes. . But here in 
this atmosphere of muted gentil- 
ity, among a group of well 
groomed and carefully mannered 
professional people, with one of 
Boston’s business: leaders seated 
across from me listehing impas- 
sively, it was unbelievable. 

“We have seen in our previous 
discussion,” the leader droned on, 
“that the origins of the state are 
in capitalism itself; that the state 
is the product of the irreconcil- 
able character of class antago- 
nisms; and that this power, aris- 
ing from society, becomes more 
and more separated from it. The 
state then becomes an instrument 
for the exploitation of the work- 
ing class. ... 

“First the proletariat must de- 
stroy the capitalist state. The 
capitalist state will not wither 
away of its own accord, and can- 
not be transformed. It must be 
destroyed. Second, the special 
repressive force of the capitalists 
must be replaced by another ‘spe- 
cial repressive force,’ the prole- 
tarian state. Third, the prole- 
tarian state will wither away, but 
only after the consolidation of the 
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dictatorship and only after 
destruction all remnants 
capitalism.” 

Every member of the party, 
and certainly every member of 
this elite group into which I had 
now been in was under 
constant suspicion and the careful 
scrutiny of party security agents. 
The slightest defection, the small- 
est slip might bring unpleasant 
consequences. 

I must work out some special 
defenses. The first thing was to 
strengthen my Marxism to prac- 
tice’ more and more the mental 
attitude of the Marxist revolu- 
tionary.

South and North were good 
players, as East well knew. So 
what could he hope to gain by 
his double? If he took tricks with 
both of his aces, he would score 
200 points instead of a mere 100. 
If South had really gone mad 
during the bidding, East might 
hope for a two-trick set—or 500 
points instead of 200. In other 
words, East’s double would gain 
him 100 or 300 points at most. 

The other side of the picture, 
which East should have consid- 
ered, was that South might make 
his contract. In that case the dou- 
ble would increase South's trick 
score by 170 points. And if South 
or North decided to redouble— 
often the case with doubled slams 
—South’s trick score would be 
increased by 410 points. Clearly, 
it is poor policy to expose one’s- 
self to a loss of 410 points for a 
possible gain of 100 to 300 points 
—unless the gain is very sure 
and the possible loss is very re- 
mote. 


In this case East paid for his 
bad double with heavy interest. 
West chanced to lead a heart, 
and South managed to make an 
overtrick. The play was simple 
enough: the first trick trapped 
East’s heart ace, after which 
South drew trumps and entered 
dummy with clubs to ruff out the 
heart jack and cash the queen 
and another heart. This gave 
South another 400 points!
